The Milwaukee Herold sent out letters 


to five representative Geimans in eveiy 
county in the state asking then opinions 
on the Philippine policy, and out of 177 
replies which have bsen. received there 
are only ten who aie in favor of adopt 
ing the policy advocated by CarlSchuiz, 
while theie are fifty foui who declare for 
making the Philippines a colony and 107 
in favoi of the United States'ietammg 
.possession in .some manner;

votes. It is also a damper on the ardor 
of the democrats, who, with the aid of 
some of the German republican papers,

General Wood is to have the rank of 


major general of volunteers, which will 
enable him, to outrank the regular army 
officers who remain in Cuba under his 
command.
